tacked by swiftly diving 


craft. A Heinkel bomber was 
brought down near the Firth 
of Forth. 

The air ministry first heard that 
the bomber crashed in the sea but 
later messages toid of it crashing 
in a field near North Berwick, 

A number of ships were attacked 
off the Scottish coast ut 
British fighting planes, reinforced in 
the last week, counter-attacked with 
regularity 

The German planes came out of 
the clouds to make the attacks 
and then dodged back over the 
North Sea before the British 
planes could reach the scene in

Speaking to a party rally in a 
theatre in this eastern Ontario | 
town, Dr. Manion was joined on the | 
platform by members of the On- 
tario legislature and candidates !n 
the approaching federal election, 

Regarding his own proposal to or- 
ganize a national government to ad-| 
minister Canada’s war effort, the | 
Conservative leader asserted “the | 
usual whispering campaign” had} 
been started against it. In some 
parts it was being rumored a na- 
tiongl government would mean con- 
scription; in others, that it would| 
lead to railway amalgamation. 

Dr, Manion denied both sugges- 
tions emphatically. On the rail- 
way question, his own position 
and that of his party was the same 
as it had been, opposition to uni- 
fication. 

“I advocated full co-operation un- 
der a non-political board which 
would have the power to see that 
co-operation was actually entered 
into,” he said, “and. at the same 
time, there must be protection of} 
the men whose employment might 
be interfered with through co- 
operative measures, 


POLICY THROUGHOUT | 

“That, in brief, was and is the 
policy which I have advocated 
throughout on railway matters and 


it is the only practicable policy that 
has been advocated; that is, it could 
make great savings for both roads 
and would, at the same time, not be 
unpopular with the people of Can- 
ada generally, so long as it cared | 
justly and fairly for the men whose 
employment might be  afiected 
through co-operative measures.” 

Dr. Manion claimed that “In 
every section of Canada where 
conscription is unpopular,’ it 
was being rumored that national 
government meant conscription as | 
a union government did in 1917. 
“No one knows better than Mr.! 

King my position against conscrip- | 
tion, because he was present in| 
the house on March 30 last when I 
made my position quite clear, In 
that speech I very frankly opposed 
conscription, as I do now, the} 
grounds among others that it is un-| 
necessary under present-day condi- 
lions of warfare (it has proved true 
since this war began); that in the 
Jast war its chief result wes na- 
tional disunity and misunderstand- 
ing while it raised very few men 
for our armies; and, finally, that the 
first duty of a public man is to hold 
this country together, to maintain 
national unity and understending, 
not to disrupt the country and to} 
cause serious disharmony and dis-| 
unity, resulting in the impairment 
of our war effort at this very critical | 
1ime in the life of our nation, when | 
an enthusiastic war effort is 50 | 
essential, 

Dr, Manion reiterated that a na- 
tional government would be com- 
Posed of outstanding leaders, re- 
gerdiess of politics, Such a govern- | 
ment would be set up with the 
Prime object of carrying out Can- 
ada’s war effort “efficiently and 
economically —something which 
has not been done in the past.” 


CLAIMS REFUSAL 


Turning to the air 
scheme, Dr, Manion contended the | 
Prime Minister had refused Britain | 
a training school here for British | 
pilots, maintained by Britain, “at a 
time when Britain felt herself help- 
less to train her own flyers, because 
of congested population, lack of | 
open spaces, short flying days due 
to fogs and many accidents among 
airmen due to these causes, 


“If Britain's reasonable request” 
had been granted, he asserted, 
British flying schools would have 
been established in Canada and 
Canada could have trained lis 
own airmen at “comparatively 
little expense,” instead of, as now, 
embarking on what Mr, King calls 
the “Commonwealth air training 
plan.” which is really almost 
totally Canadian, at a cost to 
the Dominion, according to Mr. 
King’s own figures, of $350,000,000. 

By his refusal, said Mr. Manion, |

Women Do Their Bit 


As was to be supposed, the Daughters 
of the Empire are also doing their bit for 
our fighting men. From Edmonton the 
members of the organization are sending 
600 pairs of socks per month to the men 
oversea, aS well as sweaters, scarfs, caps, 
etc. They are also undertaking to secure 
blankets for the Victoria League hostel, a 
headquarters in London for men on leave. 

A point worth remembering is that 
work of this kind is not temporary—it will 
have to go on while the war lasts, however 
long that may be. And the need will grow 
as the numbers of our forces oversea in- 
crease. A third contingent, including 
three Edmonton units, has just ar- 
rived in England. Others will be going 
periodically, and probably with increasing 
frequency. The more men “over there,” 
the more need there will be for supplies of 
the kinds cited. The war work which 
Canadian women have taken on, as mem- 
bers of this and other organizations, will 
be a “duration” job, and one demanding 


more of their time and effort as the 
months pass. 
More Frightfulness 
Nazi morality must have touched 


bottom when orders were issued to its 
airmen to bomb lightships, anchored along 
the English coast to warn seamen away 
from shoals. That sort of thing has not 
been done before in wars between coun- 
tries pretending to civilization. It can- 
not be defended on any ground of fair 
fighting. It can only be excused on the 
devil’s maxim that “all is fair in war”. 

All is not fair in war; even Goering ad- 
mits that, and warmly asserts it on occa- 
sion. But only when he wants to com- 
plain of something the Allies have done, 
or are alleged to have done. The Nazi 
creed evidently carries a revised version 
of the maxim, to the effect that whatever 
is done in the name of that organization 
is fair, 

In attacking lightships, Berlin of 
course invites the Allies to do the same. 
It can do so because German commercial 
vessels have been cleared off the seas. 
Lightships and other aids to commerce 
are no longer much needed along the Ger- 
man coast, once numbered among the 
busiest sea fronts in the world. 

Having wrecked Germany's shipping, 
its masters now seek to wreck that of 
other countries regardless of whether the 
destroyed and the _ sailors 
drowned are Allied or neutral, and by 
what means their destruction is acct 
plished. If this isn’t a policy of despera- 
tion, it is a policy of sheer malevolence.

A United Nation 


The keynote of Prime Minister King’s 
broadcast election address on Wednesday 
evening was the keynote of his public 
career and of the policies of his Govern- 
ment. To his way of thinking the most 
vital consideration in Canadian politics is 
to cultivate and unity of pur- 
pose and sentiment among the varied ele- 
ments which make up the population of 
the Dominion. It was in accord with that 
principle the war program of the Govern- 
ment was framed and is being carried out. 
It is for the voters to say whether they 
want the war effort continued on that 
line, 

To those who take the same 
view of the make-up of Canada’s popula- 
tion, it is readily apparent that this effort 
to unite its varied strains on a common

realistic 


line of action is more important in war- 


time than in peace-time. For the reason 
that discord in time of war would entail 
all the hampering effects it does in time of 


peace, and in addition must tend to pre- 
vent the whole strength of the country 
being put into the war effort. The maxi- 
mum support Canada can give to the Al- 
lied cause is the maximum contribution its 
much mixed people can be got to make in 
man power and materials, Canadians 
can be led but they can’t be driven. 

Thus far Canada has spoken, to friend 
and foe, aS a united nation. There was 
joy in London and Paris, and disappoint- 
ment in Berlin when parliament at the 
special session proclaimed that Canada 
would participate in the war on the lines 
proposed by the Government, with practi- 
cal unanimity. There were the same 
rea‘:tions'in all three capitals when the 
people of Quebec answered a direct chal- 
lenge to their loyalty by a thunderous 
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Neither the Allies nor the enemy has any 
doubt where Canada stands or what it 
intends to do. 

This situation could not possibly have 
come about save by the adoption of a war 
program to which British and French, 
Catholic and Protestant, capital and labor, 
imperialist and nationalist, could give free 
and full support. Origins, religious views, 
party differences, bar none from joining 
in the effort to defend the cause of self- 
government on the lines now being follow- 
ed. With a unanimity never shown before 
Canadians of all classes are pooling their 
services and their resources to see this 
thing through, however bitter may be the 
fight and however long it may last. 

A terrific responsibility will fall upon 
anyone who during this election campaign 
raises sectional or class appeals, or other- 
wise creates cleavages in this happily 
united nation. 


Age Pension Systems 


On the first of this month Washington 
sent out the first “old age” pension 
cheques payable in the United’ States. The 
first day’s cheques were mailed to 3,700 
persons. Those enrolled in the insur- 
ance scheme total 47,000,000, who will 
become eligible for pensions as they reach 
the prescribed age. 

Canada has an old age pension system, 
which has been operating in this and some 
of the other provinces for ten years. The 
two systems differ in several particulars. 
In Canada no one can get the pension un- 
til 70 years old, and then only if he or she 
is,in dire need. In the United States pen- 
sions become payable at 65 years, and pov- 
erty is not a condition necessary to pay- 
ment. In Canada the pensions are avail- 
able to all; in the United States only to 
contributors. 

It is predictable that the systems will 
be more nearly of the same pattern before 
many years have passed. Each is likely 
to be changed by incorporating some fea- 
tures of the other. In the United States, 
classes not now eligible for pensions will 
demand to be included. In Canada the age 
limit will have to be dropped to 65 years, 
the poverty requirement eased or aban- 
doned, the amount raised, and probably 
the compulsory contribution arrangement 
adopted. 

These changes in the Canadian system 
should be made before the war ends. That 
would retire a considerable body of older 
men and women from the labor market 
and better the chances of employment for 
men returning from the fighting forces 
to civilian life.

Alaska Highway Route 


The American wing of the Alaska Interna- 
tional Highway Commission has recommended 
selection of a route from Prince George to the 
Atlin Lake area, which adjoins the upper end 
of the Alaska panhandle. Southward from 
Prince George the route would run to a connec- 
tion with the Pacific Highway at Blaine. Repre- 
sentative Magnuson, chairman of the joint com- 
mission, says the recommendation will be favor- 
ably reported by Canadian members to their 
government, 

Government approval of the route will com- 
plete the first necessary step in the big under- 
taking. Realization is still at some distance, but 
the commission is making good progress. 

A letter sent to several newspapers in this 
state expresses fear that the proposed Alaska- 
Yukon Highway, when completed might become 
a “Polish Corridor” to the United States in case 
of dispute with Canada or disagreement with 
British foreign policy. It is argued that should 
we be called upon to defend Alaska, a hostile or 
even a neutral Canada would close the road 
against American use. 

This outlook is as unhappy as it is far- 
fetched. So far as anyone can remember the 
United States has never been in full accord with 
British foreign policy. We haven't fought about 
it since 1814. No one can imagine an occasion to 
defend Alaska that would not vitally affect 
Canada and literally compel co-operation. It 
seems quite safe to build the highway. The 
Canadians would give us part-time use of it, 
anyway.—Seattle Times, 


An Opposition Needed 


There are some people who feel that, with 
the country engaged in the very serious busi- 
ness of war, all the political parties should unite 
in forming a government which would devote 
itself wholly to the prosecution of the war. They 
take this view partly because of the excesses of 
party politics. But they do not consider suffi- 
ciently the advantages of the party system of 
government even in time of emergency. They 
sincerely feel that a union or national govern- 
ment would make greater progress with our war 
effort because it would be giving its whole atten- 
tion to it. But we all know that there is nothing 
like a vigilant and active opposition for keeping 
any government on its toes. 

There should be an end of pure partisanship 
by all parties at a time like this, but there are 
great inherent advantages in our system of gov- 
ernment if it is properly used. The party in 
office is not everything. The opposition has an 
extremely important function. 

The opposition groups in Great Britain are 
rendering a valuable service at the present time, 
as Lord Marley told the Canadian Club last 
Thursday. There is no national government 
there, although the emergency is more serious 
for Britain than for Canada. The Labor party 
and the Liberals are watching the Government's 
war administration with the closest vigilance, 
demanding information from the ministers on 
all matters, putting them on the spot if they are 
slack or make mistakes. * The Government is 
frequently influenced by the criticism, and its 
war effort is undoubtedly more energetic and 
more thorough than it would be otherwise. 
There is much criticism in the country also, and 
this is frequently taken up and presented effec- 
tively by the opposition members in Parliament. 
—Winnipeg Free Press. 


Planes Versus Ships 


The progress of the war has not ended con- 
troversy over the question whether or not the 
bombing plane has doomed the battleship to ex- 
tinction. So far the battleship has managed to 
defend itself very well against such isolated at- 
tacks as have occurred, and the prestige of those 
who insisted on its helplessness against sky 
bombs has somewhat fallen. But now comes an 
airplane engineer who demonstrated the vulner- 
ability of the battleship by mathematics. 


Addressing a recent convention of aviation 
experts, he contended that planes should be sent 
against battleships by the thousand. If not more 
than two hit their mark fairly, the battleship 
would be destroyed; while if all the planes were 
lost, the air fleet would still be the victor on 
balance. The lost planes could be replaced in a 
few months, whereas it would require at least 
two years to build another capital ship. 

This sounds so simple that one wonders why 
Germany hasn’t attempted it. 

The answer, of course, is that Germany can’t 
take the risk. A moving battleship is a difficult 
target at best, whereas an increase in the num- 
ber of attacking planes merely increases the tar- 
get for the vessel's anti-aircraft guns. If the 
planes came by the thousand they might not all 
be lost, but the casualties would be heavy and 
the ship might manage to escape unscathed. A 
few such attacks, even if successful, could hardly 
reduce the British fleet to an impotency, while 
losses in the air might be great enough to dis- 
turb the balance of flying power which the Ger- 
mans now claim.

Let us say, in five such 


mass attacks the Germans destroyed three Bri- .| 


tish dreadnoughts and lost 500 planes. The 
British fleet would still remain strong enough to 
command the seas, but the Germans would have 
cut their lead in air strength dangerously. To 
be sure, they could replace the loss in a few 
months, but they could not undertake a spring 
offensive without a commanding superiority in 
the air. Meanwhile the Allied plane production, 
by manufacture and import, would have gained 
proportionately and the predicted hour of its 
superiority would be closer, The Germans are 
pretty good themselves at the mathematics of 
risk, so they will probably prefer to conduct 
their air attacks on battleships on the present 
economical basis. Anything else would indicate 
desperation..-The New York Times,

Province Finances Put On| 
Sound Foundation, Says 
N. B. James 


Debt of the province has * een 
decreased and its finances have | 
been put on a sound foundation 
by the present government, N. B. 
James, M.L.A. for Acadia, declar- 
ed in moving the address in reply 
to the Speech from the Throne in 
the legislature Thursday. 

Defending the government's rec- 


ord since it took office in 1935, Mr. | 
James, in assailing the financial in-| 


terests, which he claimed considered | 
the government's worst crime the| 
fact that it had decreased the debt, 
contended that “Business has been 
regulated with the co-operation of| 
the business men of the province.”

protected and helped, hours of work 
have been reduced and wages ad- 
justed. Our resources have been 
protected and developed as never 
before and agriculture—the back- 
bone of the country—is getting a 
little flesh on its bones. In its pure- 
bred bull policy alone the govern- 
ment has done more for *Alberta! 
farmers during the two years that!

previous 20 years. 


“The farmer and the home owner 
have been given as much protection 
as we were allowed by Dominion] 
Jaw to give them and are beginning 
to feel a measure of security.” 

Later, in dealing with what has 

been done, he said, “All the sane 
People realize that all the bene- 
ficial legislation that has been 
passed and administered are after 
all but temporary measures to 
ease the almost unbearable bur- 
den from the shoulders of the peo- 
ple until we can win our final ob- 
jective of the economic and fin- 
ancial freedom for which we are 
fighting. 

“I need not tell this house of the 
obstacles and stumbling blocks that} 
have been put in the way of this | 
final objective. The members all 
know and the people I am glad to 
say, all knuw, and the members 
across the floor should know best} 
of all what has been done in this 
way and who has done it. These ob- 
stacles and stumbling blocks are 
gradually being removed and the 
way is becoming clearer every day. 
The gradually increasing pressure 
of the will of the people is having 
its effect even on the atrophied 
brains of the reactionary forces and 
will before long, result in the 
change which we are fighting to 
bring about and will bring about in 
a short while.” 


TWITS OPPOSITION 

Turning his attention to the 
opposition, Mr. James declared that 
it was a matter of regret “to us all 
that this is to be the last session for 
the members across the floor of this | 
house, Although we have disagreed 
on a good many things, we have en- 
joyed looking at their faces, strange 
as it may seem and we shall mourn 
their loss.”

The people have 
benefitted by a vigorous health 
policy and wonderful progress has 
been made in caring for the sick 
and preventing disease.”
